To diſcover which, your Petitioner did long ago preter his Bill in Equity ; to which the ſaid Sir Richard Temple did appear in the 
time of the late Prorogation, yet ſtood in contempt; and now ſtands upon his priviledge : So that your Petitioner and his whole Fa- 


mily are inevitably ruined, it not ſpeedily relieved by your Honours, as by the Caſe annexed appeareth, 


Your Petitioner humbly prayeth, that it may be referred to a Commuttee to examine, and report the ſame 


to your Fonours. |

The Caſe and humble Petition of Sir John Lenthal, Knight, one of the Creditors of Sir Peter Temple, 
Knight and Baronet, deceaſed. 


] all humbleneſs ſhewing, That by Articles. indented and made, by and between the aforeſaid Sir Peter Temple, Dame Chriſtian 


Temple his wite, and Richard Temple ſon and heir of the ſaid Sir Peter Temple, of the one part 5 and George Coney Eſquire, [John 

Holcroft Eſq; Henry Sandys Eſq; Harman Beckman Elq; Francis Harrington, and others, the Creditors of the ſaid Sir Peter 
Temple ot the other part, bearing date the 15th day of Auguſt, 1653. It was provided and agreed, That the Lands of the faid Sir 
Peter Temple, of the yearly value of 38001. and the Woods growing upon the ſame, worth 100001, ſhould be fold, or ſo diſpoſed 
of tor payment of the Debts of the ſaid Sir Peter Temple ; as well to the perſons in the ſaid Articles indented mentioned, as to other 
the Creditors of the ſaid Sir Peter ; and for the diſcharge of ſuch Surety or Surcties of the ſaid Sir Peter, who by Action or Execu- 
tion mw. or might be charged for the Debt of the ſaid Sir Peter; as in and by the ſaid Articles (if the ſame might be produced) would 
more fully appear. 

| That Be = better performance of the ſaid Articles, and proviſion to be made for the payment of the Debts of the ſaid Sir Peter, 
and diſcharge ot his Sureties as aforeſaid, the ſaid Sir R:chard, when he came of full age, made another Indenture between himſelf 
and Dame Chriſtian Temple of the one part, and the Creditors aforeſaid, and all other Creditors of Sir Peter Temple, deceaſed, of the 
other part: And thereupon a Fine was levied, and a Recovery ſuffered by the faid Sir Richard Temple in Eaſter Term, in the year of 
our Lord 1165s, of the Manors and Lands in the ſaid Articles mentioned, for the end to ſatisfie the ſaid Sir Peter's Debts. 
That the ſaid Sir Richard Temple afterwards compounded for part of the ſaid Scheduled Debts of the ſaid SirPeter, to the value ot 
10000 |. at 75.--6d, the pound, as this Petitioner is informed, but did not pay many of the aforeſaid Creditors mentioned in the atore- 
faid Articles, for which your Petitioner was Surety for the ſaid Sir Peter Temple deceaſed, who hath fince been inforced to pay the 
ſame ; and yet the ſaid Sir R/chard hath gained and gotten into poſſeſſion of the ſaid Eftate of the faid Sir Peter, of the yearly value 
aforeſaid ; and hath not taken any order to indempnifie your Petitioner, or to ſatisfie many of the Scheduled Creditors of their juſt 
Debts ; or to make any proviſion for the payment of the ſaid Debts to your Petitioner, being a Surety tor Sir Peter, as aforeſaid, for 
which he hath been ſince ſued, and inforced to pay a great part of them, and is inevitably preſently upon the ruine of himſelf and 
his whole family thereby, | | | 
Foraſmuch as your Petitioner is remedileſs, but in this High and Honourable Court ; being alſo ſued at this time for ſeveral other 

Debts of the ſaid Sir Peter Temple's, as his Surety, to his inevitable ruine and undoing ſuddenly : Yet the ſaid Sir Rychard Temple (being 
a Member of this Houſe, and pleading his Priviledge) refuſeth to make fatisfation, notwithſtanding your Petitioner preferred his Bill 
in Chancery againſt him, who appeared thereunto "i the late Prorogation of this Parliament, yet hath put in no Anſwer thereunto, 


May it therefore pleaſe your Honours (the premiſes conſidered) that the Delayes of the ſaid Sir Richard Temple, tending to the 
preſent ruine of your Petitioner, may not be made ufe of to defeat your Petitioner of what is juſtly due unto him, for Moneys 
lent unto the ſaid Sir Peter Temple, Debts paid for him, or Securities entred into for him, not yet ſatisfied 5 but that ſuch 
of the ſaid Lands and Woods, ſetled as aforeſaid, may be ſpeedily ſold, and the Lands may be ſetled according to the Articles 
for Payment and Indempnity of your Petitioner : And that the ſaid Sir Richard Temple may anſwer the Premiſes ; or 
that your Honours will cauſe the Lands ſo ſetled, as aforeſaid, to be imployed to the diſcharge of your Petitioner, and other 
the Creditors, according to the Articles and Fine 5 As to your great Wildome ſhall ſeem meet.
